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Emergency Home Flood Suggestions 


If homes are flooded by 


County Health Department recommends these actions: 


8 Remove all furniture, stor- 
age items, carpets, etc. from 
the area being flooded (prior 
to flooding, if possible.). 

M After the source of flood 
has been stopped, use a water 
vacuum or mop dry. 

M To disinfect, a good bac- 
tericide is chlorine (Clorox or 


Purex) at a solution rate of at 
least 200 ppm (about 2.5 tea- 
spoons per gallon of water). 
M For carpets, dry in 
place, or remove and dry. Do 
not use disinfectants on car- 
peis, as it they may bleach 
the carpets. Steam cleaning is 
about the only way to disin- 
fect carpets without perma-

@ Disinfect floors and 
walls with chlorine {Clorox or 
Purex) with a solution of 260 
ppm (2.5 teaspoons per pallon 
or water), Use chlerine on 
on materials that will not be 
damaged by bleaching. 

M Steam cleaning is the 
only safe way to clean and 
disinfect carpets. The use of 
bactericides and other types 
of disinfectants may perma- 
nently damage the carpet. In 
Many cases, replacement of 
the carpet is necessary. Con- 
tacting a professional carpet 
cleaner is advised.
